AN ACT Relating to establishing the eastern Wshington state
veterans' cenetery; adding a new section to chapter 72.36 RCW and
creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature recognizes the unique
sacrifices made by veterans and their famly nenbers. The |egislature
recogni zes further that while all veterans are entitled to internent at
t he Tahoma national cenetery, veterans and famlies living in eastern
Washi ngton desire a veterans' cenetery |location closer to their hones.
The legislature requested and received the departnent of veterans
affairs feasibility study and business plan outlining the need and
feasibility and now intends to establish a state veterans' cenetery to
honor veterans in their final resting place.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 72.36 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The departnent shall establish and maintain in this state an
eastern Washington state veterans' cenetery.
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(2) Al honorably discharged veterans, as defined by RCW41.04. 007,
and their spouses are eligible for internment in the eastern Washi ngton
state veterans' cenetery.

(3) The departnent shall collect all federal veterans' Dburial
benefits and other available state or county resources.

(4) The departnent shall adopt rules defining the services
available, eligibility, fees, and the general operations associated
with the eastern Washington state veterans' cenetery.
